600,000 Miners 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12—(/)— 
John L. Lewis marched his 600,000 
United Mine Workers out of the 
AFL for the second time Friday, 
in a bitter row stemming from 
his refusal to sign a non-Commu 
nist. affidavit. 

Lewis notified AFL Pres. Wil- 
liam Green of the new split with 
this roughly scrawled note: 

. “Green, AFL—We disaffiliate. 
12-19-47.”

| They did this so’ their unions

‘Lewis, though he is: no Commu- 
nist, would have’ nothing to do 
‘with the act. 

| So that Lewis’ defiance would 
‘not deprive AFL unions of access

changed its constitution in such a 
way that the 15-man executive 
couneil, of which Lewis was a 
member, was removed from the 
roster of Federation “officers.” 
Lewis then withdrew from the 
council, 

This week the 67-year-old UMW

“I don’t know that anyone has 
shown why an army doesn't have 
to take ground and hold it in war- 
fare,” he said. “Furthermore, no 
one has given any proof that the 
Infantry is not necessary,” he 
added, 

He did say, however, that the 
Army’s High Command is consid: 
ering what effect the atom bomb 
may have on the Army’s present 
operational setup. 

He is in Atlanta for. an inspec: 
tion of the Army installations at 
Fort McPherson, in what he called 
an “unofficial visit.” The general 
will remain until Sunday morn 
ing. While-here, he and his wife 
will be guests at the home of Maj. 
Gen. Leland Hobbs, at Fort Mc- 
Pherson., 

Apparently in good humor as 
he parried reporters’ questions he 
did not want to answer, the gen: 
eral also spoke out for universal 
military training. 

“We can’t maintain our place in 
international affairs without an 
adequate army. Moreover, we 
cannot back our foreign policy 
with words. For that reason we 
should have some form of univer- 
sal military training which would 
give us the preparedness we 
need.” 

He mildly rebuffed opponents olf 
a proposed universal training plan 
saying, “It is their argument that 
conscription will make America 
‘militaristic. In truth, we have ap- 
proximately 18,500,000 veterans in 
‘this country who have had mili- 
tary training. Are they making 
America militaristic?” 

Stating that universal training 
was a step toward preparedness, 
Gen. Bradley said: ‘Preparedness 
does not lead to war, but it does 
help prevent it.”

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Information Needed as Well as Food 


Last Summer a large number of our 
Congressmen visited Europe to get a first- 
hand view of the devastation and an idea 
of what this country could do to help. 


In former years, and particularly dur- 
ing the war, such visits were called “jun- 
kets,” because the Congressmen often 
gathered little information of real value 
and, indeed, many took the trips as much 
for personal enjoyment as anything else. 

But last Summer’s visits to Europe 
were different. The Congressmen partici- 
pating, most of them, actually worked. 
There were few if any “side trips” for 
pleasure. They saw, made notes and 
learned. 

Not only has their application borne 
fruit in the great many conversions of 
those who formerly opposed aid to Europe 
in any form, but it also has become mani- 
fest lately in the announced readiness of 
congressional leaders to give the Voice of 
America more funds to help combat So- 
viet propaganda. 

The Information Service, which is the 
proper name for the Voice of America, 
was cut from about $20,000,000 during the 
last fiscal year to approximately $12,000,- 
000 for the current year. The inadequacy 
of such a small appropriation may be made 
more clear when it is noted that Great 
Britain, despite the financial straits of the 
country, finds it necessary to spend about 
$100,000,000 annually for information pur- 
poses. 


The distorted attitude Europeans gain 
about the United States from Soviet propa- 
ganda was emphasized the other day by 
Republican Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Jr., of Massachusetts. Sen. Lodge, a dyed- 
in-the-wool conservative, was much upset 


Freedom of Speech 


There has been a great hue and cry 
lately over what is said to be a threat to 
freedom of speech. 


Most of the shrieks of alarm have come 
from those who side with the 10 Holly- 
wood writers who refused to answer a 
question put to them by an investigating 
Congressional Committee. The question 
was: “Are you a member of the Commu- 
nist Party?” 

The sympathizers claim such a question 
is an invasion of the right of freedom of 
speech as guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment to the U. S. Constitution. A man’s 
political faith, say these viewers-with- 
alarm as crocodile tears blur their starry 
gaze, is his own business and not even a 
committee of Congress has a right to in- 
quire into it, particularly the House Com- 
mittee on un-American Activities. 


Let us hasten to insert that we hold 
no brief for the manner in which the Hol- 
ivwood hearings were conducted. But 
taste is one thing, and the legal and moral 
right of a Congressional Committee to ask 
questions is quite another. 


To all those who have been impressed 
even slightly with such a view we com- 
mend the perusal of a decision of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals at 
New York. The case under consideration 
was an appeal filed by Leon Josephson, 


because a French. physician told him 
American medicine was ahead of French 
medical research because “you have all 
those underprivileged people over there on 
whom your doctors constantly experi- 
ment.” 

And a member of the French House of 
Deputies told the Massachusetts Senator 
the United States wanted to build up Ger- 
man production in the Ruhr because we 
planned a war with Russia and needed 
Germany as an ally. 

It is obvious, of course, that such twist- 
ed ideas of United States purposes and in- 
ternal conditions come only from Soviet 
propaganda which eternally floods Eu- 
rope. But if two Frenchmen, presumably 
highly educated and well informed, be- 
lieve such tales, what then does the aver- 
age European believe about America? 

It may be true, as has been observed, 
that the State Department itself has been 
lax in seeing that United States foreign 
policies were translated into information 
available to the average European—as 
well as the average American. The woe- 
fully inadequate job of publicizing . the 
Marsh1ll Plan is only one instance. 

It may also be true that President Tru- 
man is not as adept at putting over to the 
public the essential points of policy as 
was the late President Roosevelt. 

And we concede without argument that 
dollars themselves will not make America 
understood. There must be planning, co- 
ordination and firm purpose. But when 
the State Department and the President 
see that Congress is in earnest and makes 
available more funds for this vital opera- 
tion, we feel certain the Administration 
will see that the program is executed 


properly.

Josephson is an admitted Communist. 
Along with Eugene Dennis, Secretary of 
the Communist Party of America, and 
Gerhardt Eisler, he refused to take the 
oath for testimony and attempted to get 
his own remarks on the Committee rec- 
ords, much as did the indicted Hollywood 
writers. ! 

The court ruled that “the: power of 
Congress to gather facts of most intense 
public concern, such as these, is not di- 
minished by the unchallenged right of the 
individuals to speak their minds within 
lawful means.” 

‘Further, said the Court, Congress has 
the right, and perhaps the duty, to curtail 
freedom of speech where “there is a clear 
and present danger that its exercise would, 
as by armed rebellion or external attack, 
imperil the country and its constitutional 
system. ... 

“, « « Matters which potentially affect 
the very survival of our Government,” the 
Court continued, “are by no means the 
purely personal concern of anyone. And 
investigations into such matters are in- 
quiries relating to the personal affairs of 
private individuals only to the extent that 
those individuals are a part of the Govern- 
ment as a whole.”

MUNICH, Germany—(By Air Mail)—I am now 
in a position to give out some sound advice, pro- 
duced by what I have seen and heard across the 

last few years, all of it now confirmed, copper-riveted, water-tight 
and rust-proof. 

It is this—if you really think there is going to be another war 
for yourself or your children, go buy a farm and get it going. This 
advice is especially sound if you think you might be on the losing 
side. Whatever you do, do not be on the losing side of a war which 
finds you living in a city, which will likely be bombed, or maybe 
even atom-bombed, so that it will not be possible even to creep 
back to the shattered buildings and find some cellar into which you 
may crawl and live like an animal. 


There are just two aristocracies in Germany, and 
for that matter, all Europe today. 

Time was when royalty lived best of all. 

Time was when the Prussians and the great landlords of Europe 
were the aristocrats, 

But not any more. 

The No. 1 aristocrat of Germany today is the farmer. The No. 2 
aristocrats are the entertainers, either dancers or singers, musicians, 
jugglers or magicians. 

They can always get a job which will pay something and which 
will, usually, include a meal and maybe a drink. 

There are no other aristocrats. For everyone else life is a grim, 


daily struggle for enough food to live on for that day; for a scrap 
or so of wood to burn in a stove or an open grate. 


For everyone else it means bartering clothing or some furniture 
cut of the house for a piece of meat or some bread. It means selling 
something you have for cigarettes and taking the cigarettes to the 
farmer and selling them to him for a pound or so of wheat or a piece 
of cheese. 


A day or so later, it means the same thing all over again. 
But the farmer at least has food. 


Food He is not happy. To get a plow point or a pair of horse 
shoes, he has to barter. The stores do not have what he needs. 

He is, here as elsewhere, a sound money man. It annoys him that 
if he tries to be honest and bring potatoes to the legal market, 100 
pounds will bring him six marks. He can take the same potatoes 
and get 200 marks for them by illegal sale, or he can take the 
equivalent in cigarettes or goods, and use that to get what he needs. 


He isn’t happy. But he is eating. And he is warm in Winter. 
He has developed a hostility for those people in the city who do

I have no 
doubt that Manganese clover and 
Crimson clover will do the same 
thing if the kudzu is taken from 
the land along in October. So 
with small grain and Winter 
grasses. The field is wide open 
for experimentation and demon- 
stration. 

The farmers are sold on kudzu 
as a Summer crop and particular- 
ly as insurance against drouth. 
It’s Winter possibilities are just 
‘beginning to be appreciated.

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OURAGEOUS, red-blond Lady 
€ Ibrahim, who used to be subway- 
riding Marcella Mendl, a New 
York art dealer’s stenographer, will 
ascend a flight of far-off, perilous, 
marble steps this winter. 

They are steps to the royal palace 
in the capital of the rich little Malay 
state of Johore. 

As Lady Ibrahim, the Sultan’s un- 
crowned wife, Marcella often climbed 
those steps—without. tripping. But 
now she is the Sultana. So when she 
ascends them the next time, to receive 
her crown, the ascent will be fraught 
with peculiar hazards. 

The only other European woman 
in Marcella’s exalted position who 
went up those perilous steps walked 
into trouble. 

It is seven years since Marcella, 
after a brief wooing, suddenly married 
the elderly, six-foot-tall, immensely 
wealthy Sultan of Johore. 

Since then, she has been known as 
Lady Marcella Ibrahim. 

Now an official edict alters her 
title. She has been proclaimed Sul- 
tana. With world-wandering Sultan 
Ibrahim, still robust at 73, she, at 32, 
will rule over a Malay state with 505,- 
000 population and 7,600 square miles, 
rich in rubber and pepper. 

She also will have something like 
the shadow of a razor-edged Malay 
kris at her heart. It will be the pos- 
sibility that the people of Johore may 


reject her, as they did another Euro- 


pean woman whom the Sultan wished 
to make his Sultana. 

It also will be the possibility that, 
as with a predecessor, the Sultan may 
one day abruptly summon her and 
cry: “Talak!” 

It was “Talak!” spoken by the 
Sultan which ended the tenureof his 
last European wife. He said it to her 
three times. It means, “Get out!” 
and if thrice spoken and not retracted 
within six months, it means divorce. 

“Talak! Talak! Talak!” said the 
Sultan to that disillusioned wife. She 
had been the Scottish widow of Dr. 
William Wilson, the Sultan’s doctor. 

She had married the Sultan first 
at a registrar’s office in London and 
Jater in a Moslem mosque in Woking. 

From 1931 until 1938 she reigned 
and then when she was 47 and the 
Sultan’s mind was upon another 
European woman she heard him 
give her the “Talak!” 

Along with it he gave her $250,000

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in negotiable securities and $25,000 a 
year for life. 

- Marcella Mendl, the New York 
stenographer (one of her many oc- 
cupations) did not step into Johore 
affairs just then. Between the Scot- 
tish Sultana’s time and her time, the 
Sultan found an interlude. 

The interlude really began before 
he divorced his Scottish wife, nine 
years ago. He and she had attended 
the Coronation of King George VI. 
They had felt at liberty to drop 
around at times to ordinary cabarets. 

In Grosvenor House Cafe one night, 
the Sultan noticed a dancer and lifted 
a discreet finger for the head waiter. 

‘Would the dancer, the laughing 
blonde dancer, join the Sultan and 
Sultana of Johore at their table? 

The dancer,” Lydia Cecily Hill, 
would be delighted. 

From that moment, the Sultan’s 
choice, of all women, was the dancing 
girl. He divorced his wife and took 
the dancer, Lydia, with her mother 
on a world cruise, even to Johore. 

The Indians glowered at her. The 
cool British ignored her. She went 
down the marble steps, too, for the 
last time, and the Sultan took her 
back to London, shortly before the 
start of the second World War. 

There he hung flawless jewels on 
her, moved her mother from a seaside 
bungalow to a Mayfair house of 
splendor, and when Lydia drove her 
$20,000 European car he had her 
signal directions with a hand that 
looked gloved in diamonds. 


“What a sight!” some Londoners. 


said, with adjectives of individual 
choosing, and then one day they were 
momentarily sorry for being so harsh; 
diamond-laden Lydia, while trying on 
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a fur coat in a London shop, was 
killed by a German bomb. 

After that, the time of Marcella 
Mendl began. A few days after the 
Sultan lost Lydia, while in London, 
he heard an air raid warning. 

He ducked into a shelter, almost 
knocked Marcella down. She was 
then 25 years old. By the time the all 
clear sounded they were in love. 

Born in Vienna, Marcella was 
brought up by her ambitious mother 
after the separation of her parents. 

At 17, she was playing bridge in 
the fashionable Hotel Erzherzig Karl 
on Vienna’s Kaertnerstrasse, and at 
18 she began to go out with the city’s 
gay young men. 

From Vienna, during the war, she 
came to visit an uncle in New York, 
and for a short time she was his 
stenographer in a Fifth Avenue art 
shop. She didn’t care for New York 
and went to London. 


On duty in the air raid shelter she 
saw the Sultan come lumbering down 
the stairs and braced herself, 

Within a month they walked into 


the registrar's office. 


There, in the short, civil ceremony 
they were married, and after a honey- 
moon, they went to Johore. Through 
the war Marcella, as Lady Ibrahim, 
stayed steadfastly with the Sultan. 
The Japanese captured them. ‘They 
lived in a hut. The end of the war 
gave them freedom again and Johore. 

The Malayan people liked their 


Sultan better than ever before. They 


held Lady Ibrahim in new esteem. 
So the Sultan decided to run the risk 
of offending his populace and pro- 
claimed her his Sultana. 

“My husband must have meant it 
as a wonderful surprise,” she said, 
and the distant marble steps lay 
ahead of her.. As she climbs them, 
two questions will be in her mind: 

“Will the people of Johore like me 
now, wearing a crown-—and will the 
Sultan keep on loving me, now that 
I’m his Sultana?”

7)? REE GRANTED,” said a 
judge in Los Angeles re. 
cently, and Hal Chester, third 
of the Dead End Kids to be divorced, 
stepped down, rejected by his blonde 


wife, Ethel Dell, ‘and now once more 


legally single, and free. 

When the tragic Dead End child- 
ren in Sidney Kingsley’s drama used 
to hoot and jeer along a stage-set 
wharf of New York’s East Side, the- 
atre audiences sometimes wondered 
what in real life the years would do to 
the boys who could make their sordid 
roles so appallingly realistic. 

Their gutter idiom was an echo of 
countless young voices speaking from 
all the mean streets of the city’s 
waterfront. Theirs was the frustra- 
tion and defiance of all the others in 
the slums around them. 

Their characterizations were so 
vivid that in time the words, “Dead 
End Kids,” became a part of the 
American language, a generic phrase 
defining any child, anywhere, grow- 
ing up in squalor and degradation 
and vain hope. 

It is 12 years now since the play 
opened on Broadway. The boys who 
baked potatoes in a garbage can in 
the shadows of designer Norman Bel 
Geddes’ stark warehouse and gas 
tanks are men. The audiences who 
wondered about them have their 
answer. 

If they were to speak now in the 
manner of Kingsley’s_ script,. so 
phonetically faithful to the slang of 
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the streets, they would be surly and 
raucous. Some of them, at least 
three, might say: 

“We gettin’ married and gettin’ 
divorced. Wanna make sumpen out 
of it?” 

They don’t, however, speak that 
way. The taint of the dead end is 
off them, their diction is as good as 
any one’s, and Hal Chester, in the 
third Dead End divorce, inadvertantly 
won unique distinction. Mrs. Chester, 
an actress, charged him with reading 
a book. 

“He would go to our friends’ 
homes and just sit and read a book,” 
she informed the court. Then added: 
“If he did say anything, it was only to 
insult some one.”

He knew the high-pitched lingo of 
the streets, from childhood at the 
curb. The play’s harsh dialogue was 
only an extension of his neighbor- 
hood’s small-talk. But he outgrew 
play and neighborhood, went on to 
Hollywood and married. 


He was only 19 when he and Elsie 
Anderson, a Hollywood night club 
show girl, eloped in 1940 to Yuma. In 
1944, Mrs. Hall was telling a judge: 

“He has been very indifferent about 
our marriage. He hasn’t seemed to 
care whether it lasted or not. He has 
often told me that he didn’t love me.” 

The judge gave her a decree, and 
Hall was free, Hollywood his home 
and the whole country (since he had 
been in the movies) aware of his lean 
face and sharp eyes. 

His name was at one time linked 
with that of the daughter of an old 
American family—the blue-blooded 
Liz Whitney, the former Mary Eliza- 
beth Altemus, who received $3,000,000 
from Jock Whitney when they were 
divorced. 

She was 15 years older than Hall 
and although he was attentive two 
years ago, nothing seems to have 
come of it. More likely, his interests 
went back to his night club, Dead 
End, in San Francisco, and hers to 
the horses, the jumpers, she has al- 
ways loved. 

There, for any who have wondered 
about “Dead End’s” influence upon 
its impressionable boys, is the record 
of the three most often in the news.

HE sleek English town car, 
Tenameies in Vanderbilt maroon 

and black and with the Vanderbilt 
lion’s crest on the doors, turned out 
to pass a modest sedan, nicked a 
fender and careened into a telephone 
pole two miles out of Newport, R. L. 

Out of the broken glass and 
twisted steel emerged a new designa- 
tion for the uncrowned dowager 
queen of American society. Ninety- 
three-year-old Mrs. Hamilton McKown 
Twombly, the former Florence Adele 
Vanderbilt and the only surviving 
grandchild of Commodore Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, could now be recognized 
as the most durable member of her 
gold-plated generation, 

Her chauffeur and her footmen 
leaped out in their maroon and black 
uniforms and hastened to help their 
mistress. They were unhurt, but the 
mishap was far too rough for a little 
old lady who had been born before 
the Civil War. Both of Mrs. Twombly’s 
knees were fractured and her face 
and chest were cut and bruised. 

Demonstrating that she was made 
of stern stuff, the nonagenarian 
multimillionairess calmly directed her 
own rescue and, after she had been 
put to bed, announced just as calmly 
that she had every intention of re- 
covering. As this ig written, her 
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worried physicians were willing to 
believe that sheer will-power would 
pull her through. 

In the complicated genealogy of the 
Vanderbilt dynasty, Mrs. Twombly is 
the great-aunt of Gloria Vanderbilt 
DeCicco Stokowski; of the wandering 
journalist Cornelius Vanderbilt IV; 
of the racing enthusiast and sports- 
man, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, and 
of the errant playboy, Jakie Webb. 

Her grandfather, the Staten Island 
ferry master who became a trans- 
portation king, left $95,000,000 and 
his son, William Henry, doubled it in 
eight years. Florence was one of 
eight children born to William Henry 
and his wife, the former Maria Louise 
Kissam, daughter of a Reformed 
Dutch minister. 

In the Vanderbilt mansion at Man- 
hattan’s 38th St. and Fifth Ave., long 
since destroyed, she was married on 
Nov. 21, 1877, to Twombly, a Bos- 
tonian who made millions from an 
investment a decade and a half later 
in a German chemist’s © invention 
which liquefied sulphur at the mines. 

The bride wore a pair of $120 lace 
stockings and the most costly wed- 
ding gown that the city had ever seen. 

Gifts from her wealthy relatives 
included diamond necklaces and brace- 
lets, the sort of baubles that, despite 
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her. quiet ways, she has always fa- 
vored. She was one of the first 
women ever to wear a diamond dog 
collar to the opera. One of her rare 
photographs, taken in 1883, now hangs 
in the New York Historical. Society's 
museum. Her husband died in 1910. 

It was ironic that Mrs. Twombly 
should have encountered such mis- 
fortune in a motorcar, although per- 
haps it was justified by the laws of 
chance. High-powered automobiles 
had always been her hobby. 

At one time she was reputed to 
have 27 cars of foreign and American 
make stofed in the garages of her 
three homes—-her residence from Oc- 
tober to May, a massive brick 70- 
room mansion at Fifth Ave. and 71st 
St. in Manhattan; “Vinland;” her 
summer place at Newport, and her 
500-acre model farm, “Florham,” in 
Convent, N. J. 

“Florham,” a title coined by com- 
bining the first syllables of her hus- 


‘band’s first name and her own, has 


its own siding for the private railway 
car once used to transport her guests. 
She celebrated its fiftieth anniversary 
with a distinguished party a year ago. 

Mrs. Corneliue Vanderbilt, her 
niece by marriage, is the recognized 
czarina of New York society, yet has 
never achieved the social niche right- 
fully inherited by Mrs. .-Twombly. 
“Aunt Florence” never bothered to 
assert her rights, but an invitation to 
a Twombly affair is a passport to 
that uncrowded island which floats 
in society’s stratosphere. 

Her parties are convivial with a 
dignified gaiety. Champagne flows, 
but doesn't slop. The tables are set 
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with the finest Georgian silver and 
gold service, originally given by the 
City of London as a gift to the Duke 
of Albany, a son of Queen Victoria. 

With the advent of war, these 
functions were limited to luncheons. 
The ball for the Duke and Duchess 
of Windsor at the Newport estate 
was the first of its kind since the 
beginning of hostilities, 

On that occasion, the hostess, 
wearing a fortune in precious stones, 
didn’t stay downstairs very long after 
the dancing started, 

She stayed just about long enough, 
in fact, to decline a request to dance 
with England’s former king, but she 
continued to chat with him and his 
Duchess as the guests floated by in 
the first waltz. 

Fifteen minutes later she arose. . 
The Duke offered his arm. His 
Duchess accompanied the couple to 
the stairway, then stood aside as her 
husband escorted his hostess up the 
winding stairs and bade her good- 
night at the top. 

It takes an office near Wall Street 
to look after Mrs. Twombly’s wealth, 
which is variously estimated at from 
$20,000,000 up. Her annual payroll 
runs into a quarter of a million. Her 
French chef, Joseph Donon, receives 
$25,000 a year and has his own house. 

The butlers earn around $5,000 
annually. Florham alone has more. 
than 100 employes to maintain the 
model farm and the greenhouse in 
which are grown the orchids that 
adorn the ‘Twombly dinner tables. 

Two of the Twombly children, 
Alice and Hamilton, died in their 
teens. The other two, who took up 
an alternating vigil at their mother’s 
bedside as soon as she was brought 
home after the accident, are Mrs. 
William A. M. Burden of New York 
and Miss Ruth Vanderbilt Twombly, 
who has lived the same stately, 
secluded life as her mother.

HE New York critics didn’t like the first 

George White Scandals, 1919 edition, as it 

opened at the Liberty Theatre, and I, the 
young producer, was hurt and bewildered. 

Jimmy Walker, the late mayor of New York, 
cheered me up, as he cheered countless others. 

“Maybe the customers want to laugh more, 
George,” he said. “We've just come through a 
World War and they want to forget some things.” 

He was right, of course. He knew stage busi- 
ness. Years later, I produced a show called 
“Manhattan Mary.” One scene called for Ona 
Munson, on a world tour, to be welcomed to New 
York by a stage mayor, 

Opening night, Jimmy Walker climbed over the 
footlights, welcomed Ona to his city with a speech 
better than the script-—and stopped the show. 

Well, I decided, if they wanted laughs as sug. 
gested by Jimmy, they’d get them. George White, 
producer, became George White, gagwriter. I 
dusted off the joke books and went to work. 

I got Moran & Mack, great blackface come- 
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On the Opening Night Mayor 
eee Walker Climbed Over the 
Footlights, Welcomed Ona to 
His City With a Speech Better 
Than the Script—and Stopped 
the Show. 
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dians, to deliver the laugh lines, or most of them. 

It worked like a pulmotor and saved the 
Scandals, which was to become a national in- 
stitution. At the end of the first week the S. R. O. 
sign was up at the Liberty Theatre. 

Broadway was saying, again: 

“George White was always lucky.” 

The first Scandals ran for a year. 

Meantime, I was planning for the second edi- 
tion of the Scandals; and this time I was lucky. 

A young fellow who had played the piano for 
me during rehearsals told me he would like to do 
the musical score for the 1920 show. 

He didn’t have a Broadway “name” but he 


had talent and ideas, and I was young enough to 


take a chance. He wrote the music. 


EORGE GERSHWIN was his name and he 

worked as hard on the Scandals of 1920 as he 
did later on his immortal “Rhapsody in Blue.” 

Another youngster, Buddy De Sylva, wrote the 
lyrics and then went on to become a Broadway 
notable and one of Hollywood's top producers. 

With that running start, the second edition of 
my show was a sell-out from the opening night 
and I had time to take a deep breath, and start 
counting some of the money that was rolling in. 

What did I do with it? 

Well, I was still the George White who had 
saved a tidy little fortune in Paris, and dropped 
it in a crap game the first day back in New York. 
Except now I graduated to horses, 

Gambling, as I confessed earlier, was my great 
weakness, and I was in a position to indulge it. 
I won a lot and lost a lot at Belmont and Jamaica. 
» One day a friend, Sam Lewis, well known 
trainer, told me he had a chance to buy a broken 
down stake horse named War Marvel in a $1,500 
claiming race. 
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He was sure he could get the horse in shape. 

“Buy him, George,” he said. “And I'll train 
him for you. We'll make nothing but money.” 

I didn’t want to own a horse, but I gave Sam 
the $1,500 and forgot about it.. Four months later 
he looked me up at Jamaica. 

“George, I’m going to give you back that 
$1,500 today,” he said. “War Marvel is ready.” 

War Marvel was the longest shot on the board 
and I bet a bankroll on him 20,000 all told, but 
he was still 15 to 1 at post time. 

Lewis stood beside me as the race was run. 

Down the backstretch, around the turn head- 
ing for home, War Marvel was buried in the pack 
of also rans, far behind the leaders. At the eighth 
pole he was still back there, chugging along. 

I gave Lewis a glare, a $e 20,000 glare, but he 
just kept repeating: 

“He'll make it.” 

A furlong from the wire War Marvel started 
running over horses. He won by open daylight, 
going away. I won $300,000 

That should have been my last bet, but I was 
ambitidus, I had the fever and set out to win 
all the money at the tracks, 

The biggest bet I ever made was 
in a steeplechase at Belmont. Smart 
men hesitate before buying a $2 ticket 
on a jumper, but I didn’t know that 
at the time, and didn’t care. 

I bet $100,000 on a horse called 
Fari Mac. He never faltered after 
taking the lead and he won by a city 
block, 

I felt fine—until the inquiry sign 
went up. 

It turned out my horse had been 
disqualified because he missed one of 
the markers on the course. Some- 
body said later the race had been 
fixed. I wouldn't know. 

' There was another time “Lucky” 
White got the works at the track. 

Exterminator, one of the turf’s 
greatest horses, was running that day 
and, at 8 to 5, he looked like money 
in the bank with usurer’s interest. 

I bet $50,000 on him to win. 

Exterminator, or “Old Bones,” 
was on the rail. That was before 
horses had the protection of the start- 
ing gate; they started running ahead, 
and into one another when the barrier 
went up. 

Just as the barrier was sprung, an animal 
named Mad Hatter lunged over and kicked Ex- 
terminator, crippling a hind leg. “Old Bones,” 
with George White his jockey by proxy, tried, but 
he ran last. 


F VEN with these setbacks, I was $200,000 ahead 

of the races at one time and my favorite bookie 

gave me a heart to heart talk. He said: 
“George, don’t you know you can’t beat this 


racket? Why don’t you quit, and put that money 
in the old sock?” 

I laughed and shook my head. My show was 
coining money and I liked to bet with it. The 
bookie sighed: 

“Well, then, promise me one thing, George?” 

“What's that?” 

“If you won’t quit, do your betting with me.” 

I promised, and the bookie did all right. He 
got my $200,000 and as much more as a result 
of that promise. 

Meantime, George Gershwin and Buddy De 
Sylva were turning out hit tunes every year for 
the Scandals and new stars were getting the full 
treatment of, buildup and glamour. 

When it was time to cast the fourth Sc andals 
I remembered a juggler who had done the vaude- 
ville circuits when I did. He was a good juggler, 
but he was funny no matter what he was doing. 

That’s how W. C. Fields became a comedy hit 
in George White’s Scandals. He too went on to 
Hollywood and sent millions of movie goers into 
hysterics before his death a while ago. 

Then there was a girl I heard singing in, Billy 
Rose’s first night club. 

She was beautiful, she had personality plus, 
and she had a voice that enchanted the listener. 
I signed her up for the Scandals but we both 
made a startling discovery at the first rehearsal, 
Her voice was too “little!” 

It was all right in the close confines of a night 
club but i@ a big theatre it just didn’t carry. That 
was when radio and microphones and amplifiers 
were comparatively unknown, but we tried out 
the microphone idea.

The transmitter had to be concealed, I figured, 
and the only place to conceal one satisfactorily 
was on top of a piano. 

So we put the “mike” and Helen Morgan up 
on a plano and she sang herself to fame with 
“My Bill,” and “The Man I Love” among others. 
There was nobody to take her place on any piano 
top when she died in Chicago a few years ago. 

Came 1925 and after a disastrous fling at the 
races, I discovered I was broke—empty as to 
pockets. The word got around in a hurry, and 
a big man in the Keith office offered me a season 
in vaudeville at $3,500 a week, a tempting figure. 

“You’ve been lucky,” he said. “But it looks 
like your luck has changed.” 

I resented all that “lucky” talk and_I balked 
at the idea of working for somebody else again. 
All I needed, I decided, was money to stage an- 
other Scandals. 


L, JOLSON loaned me $25,000. Max Dreyfuss, 

president of the T. B. Harms music publishing 
company, advanced $10,000, and later a $25,000 
automobile, 

The cast included Winnie Lightner, 
Williams, Harry Richman, Willie and 
Howard. 

One day at dress rehearsal, Dreyfuss dropped 
in to see what was being done with his $10,000. 
He looked and listened, and said: 

“It looks like there might be one song hit in 
the show.” 

“One?” I yelled. “There’s at least three hits.” 

He shook his head and I told him about the 
imported custom built automobile complete with 
built-in bar I had seen in a show window. 

I bet him that car, priced at $25,000, the Scan- 
dals of 1926 would have at least three song hits, 
meaning each would sell more than 500,008 copies 
of sheet music. 

The show had not three, but tive hits! They 
were “This Is My Lucky Day,” “Rhapsody in 
Blue,” “The Black Bottom,” “The Birth of the 
Blues,” and “The Girl Is Me, the Boy Is You.” 

Dreyfuss was glad to pay off with the car. 
I had given him the publishing rights in return 
for his financial aid. 

Along with the Scandals I produced “Running 
Wild,” that made the nation conscious of “The 
Charleston,” and then “Flying High.” 

This latter was a flop in the Boston tryout. 
We worked day and night revising it and Joseph 
Urban created some new scenery, but it still didn’t 
seem right. Some of my friends urged me to get 
rid of a featured singer. I refused because I 
thought she was good. 

And when the new show opened in New York 
it was a hit. And its singing star was a sensation 
when she gave out with “Thank Your Father, 
Thank Your Mother,” and “Without Love.” 

The name of the new star? Kate Smith. 

Another George White production, “Manhattan 
Mary,” was a flop on the road tryout but a hit 
in New York after revision. 

George White was sitting on top of the world, 
with a triple A rating in Dun & Bradstreet (I'd 
quit trying to beat the horses with $1,000 bills); 
a pile of stocks and bonds—-and no woman trouble.

O¥F COURSE, I was reported “engaged” to. Ann 
Pennington and Lois Andrews, who later mar- 
ried George Jessel, but enterprising -press agents 
did the “proposing” and accepting. 

I was heartwhole and fancy free. 2 

Then, on that Black Friday of 1929, somebody 
pulled the rug from under me and many others. 
My stocks and bonds, like so many horses I'd 
bet on, “ran out” on me. Real estate investments. 
did likewise. 

George White was flat again. 

The Scandals went to Hollywood, before the 
movie cameras, but they weren’t happy there, 
and neither was I. 

The lush days were gone, for a while at least, 
but I was still my own boss. And The Scandals 
of 1931 were as good as any edition, with Rudy 
Vallee, Ethel Merman, Alice Faye and Ray Bolger 
topping the cast, but I got more publicity than 
money on Broadway. 

The columnists had me slugging Lois Andrews, 
Rudy Vallee and Lew Brown, among others, but 
the one thing I remember distinctly is that Lois 
“hung a shiner” on me. 

And I remember, just as distinctly, opening a 
night club called “The Gay White Way.” And 
closing it and saying good-by to my last grub- 
stake, some $250,000. 

“Lucky” White went west—and the friend’s 
automobile he was driving killed two people near 
San Diego and I served eight months in jail and 
on the county farm as a result. . 

The stay on the farm did it, brought back the 
health and vigor of the “Swifty” White of Bowery 
dancing days. When I left the farm and the 
sheep I had been tending, a free man last May, 
I took a big, long look eastward. 

That’s where Broadway was, and is. glhat’s 
where people will applaud pretty ‘girls in gorgeous 
costumes against gorgeous backgrounds. And 
that’s where I hope to wind up, thinner, healthier 
and, I hope, richer. I want to hear the Broad- 
way sidewalk brigade chorus once again: 

“George White was always lucky!”

HEN Mabel Dickson first 
started to wave at the engi- 


neers on the long freight 
trains that rumbled t her Chicago 
home, she was unwittingly changing 
the pattern of her life. 

Just a grin and a friendly flip of 
the hand, little enough from a buoy- 
ant schoolgirl who had always been 
fascinated by railroading, but, as it 
turned out, sufficient to make the 
difference between happiness and a 
lifetime of dreary inactivity.

MILLION Americans are vic- 


tims of diabetes, a disease 

for which médical science has 
yet to find a positive cure. But re 
cent researches offer new hope for 
a more effective attack on this com- 
mon and serious maladyr 

These studies indicate (1) that a 
wider knowledge of the symptoms of 
the disease by doctors and periodic ex- 
amination of adults and children by 
the family doctor would forestall 
many casés; (2) that some diabetics 
can be practically cured if treated 
early enough; (3) that certain vita- 
mins in the diet help the body. con- 
trol sugar and (4) that special mix- 
tures of insulin help some patients 
live more normal lives. 

Treatment with insulin has kept 
alive many diabetics who ~ould. have 
died long ago without this hormonal 
drug. But insulin only partially con- 
trols the disabling and fatal effects 
of the disease. 

One fact, recently brought to 
light, is that animals with experi- 
mentally-produced diabetes can some- 
times be fully cured. In these cases 
the disease is caused by the increas- 
ing degeneration of those tissues of 
the pancreas gland which produce in- 
sulin within the healthy body. But 
the process of degeneration, and in- 
sulin. shortage, can be completely 
checked and reversed, if insulin iniec- 
tions are given while the failing 
giand has the vitality to heal itself. 

Dr. Hugh L. C. Wilkerson, a sur- 
geon in the U. S. Public Health Serv-

ice, Dr. S. Warren, of Boston, and 
other investigators, say that if proper 


insulin treatment were begun early’ 


enough in young diabetics (whose 
pancreas is likely to possess high re- 
cuperative energy), practically com- 
plete cure of diabetes might result. 
Two cases, reported by Dr. M. Dar- 
nand, of Paris, lend support to this 
optimistic view. 

One of Dr. Darnand’s patients was 
a 12-year-old boy with very serious 
symptoms; insulin and special diet 
therapy cured him fully in a few 
weeks. Similarly, a 17-year-old youth 
was cured in a few months. But in

The hope of “miracles” would be 
higher if, in both children and adults, 
diagnosis of the disease could be 
made while the pancreas gland still 
retains the ability to grow healthy, 
insulin-producing cells, again, under 
proper treatment. 

Diabetic children, in special camps, 
are taught to measure their own food- 
stuffs, prescribed by the physician, 
and to give themselves regular insu- 
lin injections.

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“sugar tests” for diabetes, by the 
family doctor, is the best way to fore. 
stall attacks of diabetes. Mothers 
should take their children to the 
physician for examination if any of 
the following are evident: (1) ex- 
cessive’ thirst, (2) excessive and fre- 
quent kidney fluid discharge, (3) 
loss of weight and weakness, in spite 
of tendency to eat heavily and fre- 
quently. Less marked symptoms of 
the disease include dryness and ‘itch- 
ing of the skin, headaches, giddiness, 
pains, numbness and tingling, irrit- 
ability, dropsy. 

Conditions which aggravate—and 
tend to bring on—an attack of dia- 
betes, are obesity, emotional stress, 
glandular disorders, pregnancy, se- 
vere ihfections, injury and brain tu- 
mor. Dr. Herbert C. Miller, of Yale, 
has found that women who give birth 
to babies weighing 10 pounds or more 
are especially liable to diabetes. 

It has been known for centuries 
that in “diabetes mellitus” (di-ab- 
ehtez me-lee-toos), the outstanding 
symptom is the failure of the body to 
utilize its sugar properly. Instead of 
being used as the body’s chief fuel, 
providing> warmth. and energy to 
muscle, nerve and other tissues, sugar 
gets piled up in the wrong place—in 
the blood stream and the kidneys—- 
and is eliminated and wasted, which 
makes the _ diabetic increasingly 
weak. . 

In a limited sense it can be said 
that in, diabetes there is too much 
sugar because of lack of insulin, or 
its ineffectiveness, within the body. 
Insulin is a hormone produced by the 
pancreas gland. It enables the body 
to use its sugar properly. What 
causes its shortage of ineffec- 
tiveness? 

Dr, George Thosteson, of 
the Harper Hospital, Detroit, 
says that diabetes really is a 
group of ailments, which in- 
volves imbalance of glands, 
diet, liver and other factors. 
The part which diet plays is 
very important, but fs only 
partially understood. Eating 
too much sugar, of course, 
can exhaust and destroy the 
pancreas gland, and cause in- 
sulin shortage. It is now 


known that certain vitamins 
greatly help in the manage- 
ment of sugar when these 
vitamins are used with insu- 
lin. 
Dr. O. H. Gaebler and J. C. 
Mathies of Henry Ford Hos- 
pital, Detroit, have found that dia- 
betes is better controlled in animals 
when the vitamins B-1, riboflavin, nic- 
otinic acid, pantothenic acid and vita- 
min B-6 (pyridoxine) were added to 
their diet. These are all B complex 
vitamins of which the best sources 
are liver, yeast, milk, rice bran, whole 
wheat and wheat germ. 

Nicotinic acid, which is used to 
prevent and cure pellagra, prevented 
diabetes in rabbits, when the disease 
was due to feeding a chemical called 
“alloxan” (al-ok-zan), Dr. S. Baner- 
jee of. Calcutta reports in “Science.” 

The experiments of Prof. Agnes 
Fay Morgan, at’ the University of 
California, show that riboflavin and 
vitamin C (present in orange juice) 
decrease the disorders of “carbohy- 
drate” (sugar) management of the 
body, under glandular troubles. 

Dr. Henry Dolger, of Mt. Sinai 
Hospital, New York, has kept many 
children and adult diabetics going by 
giving them special mixtures of in- 
sulin (which acts quickly), protamine 
zinc insulin (slow acting) and insulin 
globin, which is intermediate in its 
action. He has allowed the patients 
to eat practically what the normal 
members of the family eat. 

But, as this physician points out, 
the present insulin and dietary treat- 
ments can only prolong thé patients’ 
lives, partially “controlling” diabetes, 
without rendering permanent cure. 
Many diabetics in their 20s and 30s 
suffer from hardening of arteries. 

The new researches may show the 
way. to the prevention and cure of a 
disease, which has baffled doctors 
and taken the lives of thousands.

N NEARLY every street in the United 
States, there lives today a young man 
bearing the war-inflicted stigma: “4-F.” On 

some streets, there are many. In all, they are 
4,828,000. 

That was the number rejected by the Selective 
Service Boards and thus branded as unfit for 
service to their country in time of war. 

While others speak of the far corners of the 
earth, they will stand aside. They weren’t even 
misfits. They were branded unfits. 

The statistics say they were unfit, physically 
or mentally. The truth, now officially recognized, 
is that a vast proportion of them were in most 
ways able bodied.and able minded. 

They were not perfect but they were poten- 
tial soldiers. Not all fighting men, but com- 
petent to perform one or another of the manifold 
jobs of war. 

Alike, upon the reasonably capable ones and 
upon the hopelessly incapable ones, was placed 
the 4-F blot. 

Based on our experience, and that of our allies, 
in the war, that method of classification seems 
outmoded, It will not happen again. From now 
on in any future army of this nation, there will 
be no more 4-Fs. 

Never again will a man be rejected for war 
service because of a defect non-handicapping in 
civilian life. The spectacle of rejected 4-F pro. 
fessional prize fighters, baseball players and foot- 
ball players continuing their rigorous careers as 
civilians will not be repeated. 

The Dodgers’ Leo Durocher, out with his punc- 
tured eardrum...Yankee George Stirnweiss with 
his sinus trouble...Detroit’s Hal Newhouser with 
heart trouble are a few baseball names that come 
to mind. 

Prize ring 4-Fs include Tami Mauriello...fit 


enough to fight for the world’s heavyweight 
championship despite his foot deformity...Joe 
Baski, top heavyweight contender. ..Willie Joyce 
...Chalky Wright, Willie Pep to mention a few. 
And there was Johnnie Grennick, the weight lifter, 
the boy with the “body beautiful” who was 4-F 
with an artificial eye. 

The rejection of these men-—and there were 
nearly 5,000,000 others less well known—came 
about because there was a.-ceiling of 7,700,000 men 
in the army. Those below par were rejected, or 
released if they were inducted. Admittedly many 
of these 4-Fs could have found useful places in 
the armed forces at desk jobs, paper work and the 
other tasks which were often performed by able- 
bodied soldiers of combat caliber. 


HE army now has new plans afoot. The men 

called up in the next draft (if there is one) will 
be screened in a different manner. The gravely 
handicapped will be kept out. The others will go 
in, and stay in. 

Perhaps only a small percentage of those with 
minor defects will see combat service. All will 
have jobs within their capabilities. 

By spotting each man to the job he is fitted 
for, the army will tap a reservoir of ability which 
in the last war it rejected. Also it will greatly 
reduce the number of men to be discharged for 
psychiatric reasons. 

In World War II, 956,232 men were discharged 
with Certificates of Discharge for Disability. Of 
this number, 846,153 were released for sickness or 
disease, either mental or physical. Only 110,079 
were discharged for wounds or non-battle injuries. 

Of the 846,153 disease discharges, 379,486 were 
classed as psychiatric cases, That is, 39.7 per cent 
of the total discharges were attributed to some 
typé of mental disturbance. 

Now, the army doctors know that the army 
isn’t that deranged. If it is, then America as a

whole is even more unbalanced, for the army was 


trying to pick the best manpower of the nation. 

Yet the result is that 379,486 Americans now 
are back in civilian life with the NP (neuropsy- 
chiatric) label upon them. Their families wonder 
whether they are all right. They worry about it 
themselves. Some are afraid to enter business. 
Some hesitate to marry. 

Some of the NP cases are really mental cases. 
They would have gone the same way in normal 
civilian life. The rigors of army service only 
produced them more rapidly. 

But the great bulk of the NP discharges were 
the type of person who can make Satisfactory ad- 
justments in civilian life. It was the war and the 
unusual demands of wartime military life that 
played the dirty trick on them and raised in their 
minds doubts of their mental capacity they might 
never have had otherwise. That is one great injus- 
tice which the army hopes to correct with the new 
physical and mental standards. 

The Medical Corps must set the standards. 
That’s a primary task in planning for the defense 
of the United States. But the Medical Corps 
wants men (and women, too) who can perform 
army tasks without mental breakup. 

Never again will every soldier be selected as 
potential combat material. And gone are the 
days of wholesale rejections for punctured ear- 
drums and other minor ailments. 

On the mental side the army is going to see 
that jobs fit the abilities of the mind and the 
body. There should be few rejections for slight 
personality quirks and the branding of a man as 
an NP. 

In the new army such men will not be expected 
to be paratroopers, combat infantry or tank corps 
soldiers. They may never carry a pack. Yet they

I appreciate the opportunity to read, prior to publication, the article 
written by Mr. Robert D. Potter which will appear in the American Weekly 
on the 5,000,000 men who were rejected for military service during the 
past war and who were labeled ‘‘4-F.”’ 


Mr. Potter is to be congratulated for treating such an important and 
complicated subject in such a clear and concise manner, and for pointing 
out to the public - especially to the 4-Fs themselves - that the system of 
screening which created the 4-F label was only an administrative device 
and not a medical diagnosis, as some persons seem erroneously to believe. 


It is highly probable the phrase 4-F will never again be applied to any 
American. It was never intended to hurt anyone but rather’served as the 
screen to select our combat army from the tens of millions of men called in 
the draft. Based on our war experience the army is revising its screening 
procedures. I hope we shall never have to mobilize again, but if we doit will 
doubtless be on a total mobilization in which there will be a place for about 
everyone according to his abilities and capabilities.

can do a host of jobs that are all part of the 
army far from the combat zone. 

The new picture is an armry like the cross sec- 
tion of a knife blade. Only a small part is the 
cutting edge...the combat. troops. Behind them 
is a broadening base of all service units; a base 
eventually merging into the war production of 
the civilian population. In a total war it is diffi- 
cult to tell where the army stops and the civilian 
population’ begins: There are jobs for everyone. 

Privately, many army medical officers admit 
they went overboard on screening during the war. 

Adjusting World War I and World War II to 
the same base, in terms of men involved and the 
length of the conflict, it turns out that there were 
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more than twice as many NP cases in World 
War II. ‘ 

Amos R. Koontz, M.D. Army surgeon for 43 
months overseas in the New Zealand and Pacific 
theatres, asked in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association if the recent army (and the 
nation ther@fore) was more than twice as mentally 
unsound as back in 1918. Medical officers refused 
to believe it. 

In an address at the symposium of the psy- 
chiatric medical faculty of Maryland Dr. Koontz 
suggested that psychiatrists—-riding the wartime 
saddle—put too much emphasis on exploring 
human minds down to the last details. Thus they 
found more psychological quirks than ever before. 


And they thus needlessly pinned the NP label on 
thousands of men. 

Yet army psychiatrists are not solely to blame, 
says Dr. Koontz. He also indicts the general 
public and its current preoccupation with ab- 
normal psychology and psychiatry. Books, radio 
plays and movies in recent years have gone to 
great length in exploring the mind and its foibles. 


EY to the new army standards of body and mind 

is called P-U-L-H-E-E-M-S. 

You've never heard of the word? Few people 
have. Yet every person in America will probably 
have a Pulheems chart of his own if a world 
crisis should mount to the stage where America 
must again prepare. 

Pulheems is a word coined by British medical 
officers during England’s Blitz days and was 
adopted from the system devised first by the 
Canadians. A Pulheems chart gives a physical 
and mental “profile” of a person, telling at a 
glance his abilities of body and mind. When co- 
ordinated with an elaborate job analysis classifica- 
tion this chart ean quickly assign a man or woman 
into the proper task in a total war. 

Break down the word Pulheems and it makes 
moe Sense. 

P—Physical ability 
.J—-Upper limbs 
Lower limbs 
Hearing 
i‘k—Eyesight 
M. Mental capacity 
S—Stability (emotional) 

Put them all together and you coin the word 
P-U-L-H-E-E-M-S. 

P(physical ability) includes body height and 
weight and the ability to perform work. U (upper 
limbs) means the ability to move the arms, hands 
and upper trunk. Li(lower limbs) denotes the 
agility of the feet, legs, pelvis and lower spine. 

Hthearing) means what it says. So too for 
BE (eyesight). M (mental capacity) gives an index 
of intelligence as measured by I.Q. tests. And 
S(stability, emotional) is the genera] term denot- 
ing ability to adjust, rapidly and normally, to 
different situations from simple barracks life to 
air raids and to the demands of actual combat. 

Persons with a low §S rating tend to crack 
easily and show undue tension or anxiety in diffi- 
cult situations. Often they are imaginative and 
sensitive. But thetr behavior is controlled—not by 
reasoning—but by emotional thought patterns. 
They rank high as NP cases. 

(Inder the Pulheems system every man called 
up for service is rated by numbers from 1 to 8 
under the various categories. Thus a man whose 


_Pulheems profile reads 1,1,1,1,1,1,1 would make an 


ideal combat soldier—tops in all categories 
strong, agile, intelligent and stable.

In use with all Pulheems charts must be co- 
ordinated a job analysis of all army tasks in dif- 
ferent locations—in a combat theatre, in a base 
area, or at home in continental United States. 
England and Canada have already worked out 
this job classification and go down right through 
the list of hundreds of jobs, to the task of “bat- 
woman,” which is the term for a maid in army 
service. Each task is assigned a minimum Pul- 
heems profile. 

Thus army jobs for stewards and waiters can 
drop down to a Pulheems profile like 4434441 
considerably below top standard in all categories 
except the last—emotional stability. - 

Specialists like welders or tinsmiths may have

HROUGHOUT his first 14 years, James Lewis 
Kraft saw all the world around him dimly, 
as if through a rain-blurred glass. He thought 

that others always had a headache, as he did. 
Then, on a summer afternoon, near Fort Erie, 
Ontario, it happened. 

“Watch your horse, sir?’ he said, for he had 
great ideas of helping his Mennonite parents lift 
the mortgage from the home where there were 
11 in the family. 

“Watch it?” said the man with the. horse. 
“How are you going to watch?” He happened to 
be an optician. He took the boy to his office and 
fitted him with his first eyeglasses. 

Suddenly, then, James Lewis Kraft, now the 
nation’s cheese tycoon, saw the world around him 
really for the first time. For the first time its 
oddities and its beauty were in focus. 

Now, 59 years later, he recalls that the 
overwhelming experience back in his 
boyhood opened the way for him later 
to become an internationally famous au- 
thority on jade, even to owning a moun- 
tain of it, and to hélp him. grow to the 
stature of 4 notable religious crusader. 

His faith was well rooted by his pious 
parents, but it took a series of disheart- 
ening reverses to change him from a 
mere follower of the faith into a lead- 
ing exponent.

his common school education by sweeping out the 
school for. five cents.a,day:and.by chopping wood 
for 40 cents a cord, He earned his: way through 
business college by leaving home at five.in the 
morning to sweep and dust the classrooms:. 

Graduating as a bookkeeper, he got a job in 
a Fort Erie store as a delivery boy, then hostler 
and later he became chief clerk. At 18 he was 
earning $100 a month. That was in 1892. 

Then he decided to enter the ice business for 
himself. But for the first time in history Lake 
Erie failed to produce enough ‘ice for. storage. 

A year later he tried again. He lost his new 
team and wagon in the ice on Niagara. River. 

However, he managed to save $4,000 and de- 
cided to purchase a grocery. When he called at 
the bank to withdraw the money, he found its 
doors closed, The bank had failed. 

Young Kraft went back to work in the village 
store. In time he decided he needed a more 
rounded experience, so he took a job in one of 
Buffalo’s largest retail storés at half his former 
salary. After having worked in every department, 
he went back again to the village store, 

One thing impressed him indelibly. Cheese de-

The horse: hesitated arid raised. his ears, as 
if he, too, heard the voice. Kraft halted him, 
looked around, but saw nobody, He exclaimed:

Kraft. joined a 
church and at the same time became an active 
worker in its affairs. 

Good fortune came his way. Pushing through 
a crowd of bargain hunters, he purchased for 69 
cents a common kitchen double boiler.

evitably, some Chinese seals made of jade. They 
appealed to him at once because of their. intrinsic 
beauty and the long culture they represented. 

Pondering life as it was through the Chinese 
dynasties recalled for him having read reftrences 
in Indian lore to jade: amulets and axes and 
carved jade pebbles found in Alaska and in the 
ruins of the Aztecs and Mayas. 

He told geologists of his. belief China was not 
the only source of jade; that jade must be avail- 
able on the American continent. 

Word having got around that he was interested 
in jade resulted in his receiving a box of artifacts, 
or aboriginal art, made by the Haidan Indians 
of Queen Charlotte Islands, off the coast of 
British Columbia, including an adze, a few half- 
formed cutting tools of jade, and a'10-pound piece 
of jade, kidney-shaped. 

The pieces served to heighten his interest. He 
wrote to anybody and everybody who. might un- 
cover jade. In due time he had 90. pounds of it. 

His hobby took an unexpected turn shortly

afterward. While riding with a friend’ on the 
Columbia River highway, near Bridal Veil Falls, he 
observed a group of men and women on a hill pick- 
ing up objects and putting them in knapsacks. 

Told they were members of the Oregon So- 
ciety of Amateur Laps, or lapidarians, who cut 
and polish. stones, he scrambled up the hillside. 
They told him of their hobby and how in Portland 
a dealer could supply him with equipment and 
tools. He bought. 

Hardly started on th®S new phase of his hobby, 
he read in a lapidary magazine of an Oregon 
mineral dealer who was offerfng sliees of jade 
for 75 cents each. They proved real jade, but 
more than that, they indicated to him jade pre- 
vailed in the region. Correspondence disclosed 
the dealer got the jade from an Indian who had 
a jallopy with a California license plate, but that 
his name and address were not known. 

Dispatching a prospector to find either the 
Indian or the source of the jade, Kraft waited 
hopefully.. Weeks passed, and then a postcard 
from the prospector advising him he had found 
great boulders in a trout stream six miles from 
Happy Camp, California, near the Oregon line. 
The boulders proved to be genuine jade. 

“Buy the area at once,” ordered Kraft. 

Seareh for the owner revealed the location 
was a mountain 4,000 feet high and that it was 
called the Chan Jade Claim. Thus a Chinese knew 
what Kraft was certain would be proved-—that 
jade prevailed in America. 

Already an 80-ton boulder of white jade, the 
color of foaming water, has been uncovered as 
well as trainloads. of other shades of jade. 

The mountain of jade now is providing Kraft 
with a sufficient amount with which to work on 
in his lapidary laboratory in the basement of his 
Wilmette, Il., home on ‘Chicago’s suburban north 
shore. From the few bits of original cutting and 
polishing equipment he obtained in Oregon, he 
now has electrically powered machines which rival 
those of many commercial lapidary houses. 

His jade mountain also is making it possible 
for him to provide enough jade jewelry for

presentation as a reward to such of his 10,000 
employes who render service beyond the ordinary 
requirements of their task, and for his friends. 
Fashioned as skillfully as that done by a profes- 
sional, the jade gifts are highly prized. 

Time and his efforts now reveal jade deposits 
on the California coast, below Monterey, and in 
San Luis Obispo County, in Wyoming, Alaska and 
in Mexico, Some of it equals in color and pattern 
the. finest from China. 

Recently his scouts advised him they found 
a four-foot ledge of jade on the San Simeon, 
California, ranch of William Randolph Hearst. 

Because of the proximity of the ranch to San 
Luis’ Obispo, Mr. Kraft believes the vein may 
develop into “one of the greatest of all sources 
of jade on this continent, indeed on the earth.” 

Samples of this deposit proved their quality 
and polishability were excellent, Mr. Kraft said. 
The colors ranged from very pale green to jet 
black and they were unlike anything else he had 
seen from any other American source. 

Among his museum pieces is a teapot and 
cups to match of white jade, thin as butterfly 
wings and as delicate as the finest lace. A solid 
piece, weighing 2,495 pounds, the largest yet un- 
covered in Wyoming, was presented by him to the 


.Chicago Natural History Museum. 


So absorbed and enthusiastic is he over his 
hobby, Kraft wrote a book?;“Adventure in Jade,” 
which tells of his experience with jade and how 
he became a rockhound. The royalties are being 
given to charity: 


JADE has provided the cheese manufacturer- 
churchman with many pleasant hours. A busy 
day at his office and conferences at night on some 
new feligious promotion program usually are fol- 
lowed, before retiring, by two hours in his base- 
ment laboratory. He has a glass case full of many 
colored pieces of jade in his office and on his desk. 

In his: book, he. Savs: 

“I learned long ago that a man cannot do 
his best work in any sort of commerce un!ess 
he is able, at any moment, to turn his mind 
away from his business and its problems com- 
pletely. 

“He should also be able to take a short nap 
in his chair, That will keep him from being 
half asleep the: remainder of the day.” 

Mr. Kraft maintains one can easily learn 
the habit of taking such a nap. He merely 
closes the door to his office, sits back in the 
chair at his desk, closes his eyes, and, in se- 
quence, releases the muscles of his face, his 
arms and then his legs. In half a minute he is 
sound asleep. In five or ten minutes he awakes, 
thoroughly refreshed. 

Continuing his bit of homely advice to busy 
executives and others, he says in his book: 

“And if he has even an indifferently good 
collection of small stopes on top of his desk, 
he will never be tempted into those idle and 
profitiess habits of doodling with whieh so 
many people waste their time and their talent. 

“This habit of mine—keeping boxes of strange 
things coming to me from all parts of. the 
world—has always been a matter of interest 
and curiosity to my secretary and to the ‘boys 
in the mailing department. They have never 
known whether a package would contain gems 
or junk. I have never known either, and that 
is what has always sent me enthusiastically into 
mountains of daily mail.” 

Mrs. Kraft shares her husband’s interests. In 

18 years, they laid out acres of floral gardens on 
their summer estate near Elcho, Wis.. In 1941, 


35,000 visitors viewed the majestic-displays. -Here 


also is a private bird collection, a sanctuary for 
wild animals; and a museum housing much that 
he gathered since boyhood. 

Between these all-absorbing activities, he lec- 
tures throughout the country on religion and its 
place in the sphere of things. 

Mr. Kraft is vice-chairman of the National

Downs on a recent afternoon had not 


expected this. Blue Gyp had finished - 


sixth in her last previous race and 
her habit had been to loiter well out 
of the money. But this was her day, 
and she paid $15 for a $2 ticket, with 
the mutuel pool disbursing $80,190. 

The odds had been higher in the 
morning. They fell as considerable 
sums were placed on Blue Gyp not 
long before the $2,500 claiming race 
for four-year-olds and older. 

What stirred the sleeping filly to 
spectacular action? ‘The public did 
not know until several days later, 
when the report of Dr. Joseph T. 


Walker, Massachusetts .State Police — 


chemist, supplied the answér, Dr. 
Walker said a chemical analysis re- 
vealed that the filly, owned by the 
reputable Highland Stable, and trained 


by a reputable trainer, Eddie Yowell, 


had been given a stimulant. 

-Benzedrine, the stay-awake drug, 
had transformed Blue Gyp from a 
slowpoke into a handy winner. 

It was a striking example of the 
misuse to which the strange, syn- 
thetic drug could be put. Benzedrine, 
used properly, can help a_ world- 
girdling flier stay awake or lift a 
hospital patient out of the apathy of 
deep depression. Used improperly, it 
can even decide a horse race. 

In this case, it was up to the Suf- 
folk Downs stewards to investigate. 
Who administered the benzedrine, 
and how? Was it injected into a 
muscle or a vein just before the race? 
Was it given- by pill somewhat 
earlier? Or, still earlier, was a cap- 
sule (requiring longer to dissolve) 
fed to the filly? 
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Eddie Yowell, the trainer, nomi- 
nally was in charge of the horse and 
responsible for its care. He was em- 
ployed -by the Highland Stable’s own- 
ers, Henry Mason and Meyer Jaffe, 


of Fall River, Mass., who have been 


racing only a few years, and have a 
blameless record. Yowell said he did 
not stimulate Blue Gyp and did not 
know who @Gid. But the stewards, 
William Almy Jr., Leo O’Donnell and 
R. Norman Chariton, after inquiry, 
suspended him. 

Yowell, a former jockey and a 
good trainer for the last few years, 
with a.clean record, and well spoken 
of by trackmen, became the goat. He 
took the rap not because of over- 
whelming proof against him but be- 
cause of a track custom. It is the 
custom to set a trainer down if a 
horse in his care is found to have 
been stimulated by a chemical. 

In the case of Blue Gyp—and she 
might have been stimulated by any 
one, since Yowell could not spend 
every moment with the filly—it was 
left for the trainer to clear himself 
before the State Racing Commission. 

Sometimes it is impossible for a 
trainer, though innocent of wrong- 
doing, to do this. If he does not know 
who gave the horse a stimulant, his 
position remains defensive. 

Yowell’s suspension stood only 
until the State Commission held a 
hearing, went deeply into the case, 
and reinstated him as of Nov. 1, 1947. 

Sometimes, despite the testimony 
of chemical experts, a trainer must 
submit to the full period of suspen- 


sion, as famous Tom Smith did. 

Smith, trainer for Mrs. Elizabeth 
Graham’s Maine Chance Stable, re- 
mained under Jockey Club suspension 
for a year after it was charged in 
1945 that Magnific Duel, in his care, 
had been stimulated by a nasal spray 
of ephedrine. 

Ephedrine is similar to  benze- 
drine, but toxicologists testified that 
spraying it into a_ horse’s nostrils 
could not make him a winner, and 
throughout Smith’s suspension Mrs. 
Graham retained him as trainer. 

Many horsemen also believe that 
benzedrine cases could be almost eli- 
minated if race tracks would install 
state-supervised receiving barns. 

Under the receiving barn system, 
horses are delivered into state care 
long enough before a race so that if 
any horse is stimulated the guilt can 
lie only upon state employes. The 
trainer is freed of any obligation. 

Some horsemen are _ skeptical 
about the plan’s success. Their objec- 
tions are that their horses, in strange 
stalls and under strange supervision, 
might grow unduly nervous at race 
time. They also say state employes 
would be as open to bribery as pri- 
vate employes. The advocates of the 
barns, however, are gaining in num- 
ber. 

Toxicologists hesitate to say just 
how much a horse can be stimulated 
by benzedrine, and they point out that 
the deciding factors are time and 
dosage. What a stimulated horse will 
do in a race depends on how much 
benzedrine it receives, by what 
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method, and exactly how long before 
post time. It takes a careful planner 
to make a hopped-up horse a winner. 

At«best, benzedrine is a> mzyster- 
ious, double-edged drug. The Army 
used it under instructions in the Basic 
Field Manuel which recommended 
dosage “for relief of extreme mental 
fatigue.” Fliers found it kept them 
alert on long hauls when they would 
be prone to fall asleep. William P. 
Odom, in his record solo flight around 
the world, resorted to a.few pills on 
the 3,650-mile grind from Calcutta to 
Tokyo, when he astonished airmen 
by skipping Shanghai. ° 

Benzedrine is deadly under special 
circumstances.*The triple murder case 
of Joseph B. Medley, in Washington, 
D. C., proved that. Medley, posing as 
a Southern horseman, left behind him 
a trail of three red-haired girls, mys- 
teriously dead. He was executed for 
the Washington murder. 

One of the girls was’ Blanche 
Zimmerman, a Dallas, Texas, tele- 
phone operator. After a party with 
Medley, she was found dead of benze- 
drine and alcohol. The drug that usu- 
ally keeps one awake helped put her 
to sleep forever. 

Benzedrine, however, is not a 
menace. It is invaluable is some nerv- 
ous disorders. No more peril lies in 
the pills, capsules, or solution, than 
in many other familiar drugs. Its 
commonest use is harmless; it is the 
active ingredient in some nose drops 
which shrink tissue and clear the na- 
sal passage. 

It takes a crook, or a bribed weak- 
ling, to transfer it into a weapon for 
race track racketeers.

FTER awhile Miss’ Lassen 
stopped crying. She dabbed 
her eyes and drew her hand 
slowly across her tear-stained face. 

Dully, almost without emotion, she 
tried .to comprehend the tragedy that 
had shaken her. She spoke in a low, 
barely alidible monotone. 

She said she had worked for Mr. 
Adams for 13 years. She said hé 
was kind and that she loved him 
dearly, but wasn’t in love with him. 

Now he was dead when he had 
so much to live for. He had taken 
his own life. A bullet in the heart 
had ended a love that was doomed 
from the start. 

Claude A. Adams had been presi- 
dent of the Hollywood (Cal.) State 
Bank since 1938 and pretty Merna 
Lassen had been his private secretary 
till only recently. ; 

He was 67 when he finally turned 


his revolver on himself in his new 


$70,000 North Hollywood home. 

“He asked me to marry him,” said 
Miss Lassen, who is 31, “but I told 
him I didn’t love him.” 

He persisted and she resigned her 
position. 

“Actually,” she said, “I loved him 
dearly, but not the way it sounds. 
I loved him as everybody else loved 
him. He was always friendly and 
full of fun with the customers at the 
bank and with the employes. 

“He had so much to live for. He 
had hundreds of friends and he liked 
to live and have a good time. He had 
such a beautiful home and liked to 
entertain. 

“How could he do such a thing? 

“I’ve known him since I was 18, 
when I went to work for the bank. 
He was always so good to me. When 
he was promoted from vice-president 
to president in 1938 I went along 
with him. 

~ “T respected him and was very 
fond of him. 

“But when he began asking me to 
marry him I thought our association 
wasn't good for the bank. I just 
thought it would be better all around 
if I gave up my job.” 

Before she left the -bank, Miss 
Lassen had taken more than a passing 
fancy to a young clarinet player. 
Adams disapproved, but she went out 
with him anyway. 


“He’s more than just a friend,” 
she said. “After all, I’ve been dating 
him and if I didn’t like him I wouldn’t 
be doing that.” 

Adams rose to riches from a 
humble beginning. At the turn of 
the century he was a railroad brake- 
man and lost his right arm in an 
accident. He started his banking ca- 
reer in 1928 and advanced rapidly. 
At the time of his death he was an 
acknowledged leader in civic and 
financial affairs. 

Only last year he was the guest 
of honor at a testimonial dinner at- 
tended by 700 business men and high- 
ranking government and political 
leaders. 

He was married twice and is sur- 
vived by a daughter. His first wife 
divorced him 20 years ago; his second, 
in 1941. It was then that his interest 
in his secretary quickened, 

' Once he decided there was gee

His body was found on a bed, his,

hold and do whatsoever she may see 
fit with it.

“You knew I would do this when 
you left me, so this is no surprise. 

“T love you with all my broken 
heart.”’ 

A note to his lawyer, Walter G. 
Danielson, revealed that.‘‘my. devotion 
to Merna was so desperate I couldn't 
go on without her.” 

It was even strong enough to con- 
tinue beyond the grave, though for a 
time he almost succeeded in putting 
it out of his mind. 

Five weeks before his death, the 
banker willed his spacious home to 
the city of Los Angeles to be used 
for a playground. The residue of his 
estate was left to Martin Brown, a 
grandson. Miss Lassen went unmen- 
tioned. 

Eight days later he reconsidered 
and drew up a new will. Written 
in his own hand, this document left 
his $150,000 estate to his former sec- 
retary and named her as sole admin- 
istratrix. 

At that time, he wrote: 

“I, C. A. "Adams, being of sound 
mind and without duress, do hereby 
will and bequeath at my death all my 
property, both personal and real, to 
Merna Lassen for her to have and 


administratix of my estate to act 
without bond. 

“T hereby disinherit all other per- 
sons claiming any interest in my 
estate, whether blood relations or 
not.” 

Now, unless it is declared invalid, 
the girl who wouldn’t marry him gets 
all the riches he wanted her to share 
with him in life. 

But it may not be as simple as it 
seems on the surface. There are al- 
ready prospects of a long drawn-out 
court wrangle over distribution of the 
estate. 

Mrs. Thelma Brown, only daugh- 
ter of the banker, has threatened to 
challenge the will on behalf of her 
nine-year-old son, Martin, Adams’ heir 
under the original draft. 

The city of Los Angeles would 
also be party to such an action, in 
view of the property bequest in the 
first will. .

NCERTAIN and hesitant, the 
young man looked about the 
gas-lit foyer of the Boston Pub- 
lic Library. He pulled off his cap 
and shyly approached an attendant. 

“Please,” he said, “I want to read. 
Where are the books on history and 
business?” 

The attendant smiled encourag- 
ingly and said, “I'll help you find 
them. Then you'll always know 
where they are when you come in.” 

Twenty-seven-year-old John Defer- 
rari read until the 
library’s gas lights 
were Jurned out. 
Then he trudged 
through streets of 
1890 Boston to the 
cot in the rear 
of his fruit store. 

That night saw 
the beginning of 
an American dra- 
ma which recently 
reached its climax when the same 
John Deferrari, still straight of back 
and eager of eye at the age of &, 
walked into the library’s executive 
offices. The attendant of long ago 
was no more courteous than the presi- 
dent who now greeted him. 

Deferrari pulled a document from 
his coat pocket and handed it over. 
“Here it is,” he said. “One million 
dollars. I thank God for the library. 
Use this so young people can learn.” 

The lightly-spoken and often-for- 
gotten promise “I'll remember you 
in my will” was not John Deferrari’s 
way of giving. He had made his 
munificent proposal legal and binding. 

Word of the princely gift brought 
a barrage of questions from an inter- 
ested city. Who was John Deferrari? 
How did he become so wealthy? Why 
was he giving such a large sum to 
the public library? 

The answers were as surprising 
as the gift itself. Boston had been 
harboring an untutored genius who 
was a mystery man even to- his 
closest neighbors. Since the night 


when he began his studies in the 


library, Deferrari had followed a 
lonely and unfaltering path to know/l- 
edge—and wealth. 

A basket of fruit, under his Midas 
touch, had grown into a vast fortune 
in real estate and top-drawer securi- 
ties. He never had forgotten the 
kindness of the librarians during 
those early years, or the value of the 
volumes which had told him what 
he wanted to know. 


He had been given the chance to 
repay—and ease the way for young 
people with careers still uncarved. 

A cry went up from scores of 
persons who thought the money 
should have gone to different use — 
often their own. John Deferran ig- 
nored these protests. 

“Let them work for it the way

follow his instructions. They said 
that the building or wing would be 
named after John Deferrari, and they 
appropriated $5,000 for an oik por- 
trait of the donor.

Books Told Him What He 

Wanted to Know, and Soon 

His Basket of Fruit Grew 
Into a Vast Fortune. 
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When They Caught Up With the 
Lovers in the Very Act of "Eloping," 
Millin Knocked His Partner Down 

With a Well-Directed Punch 
on the Jaw

N THE morning of June 4, 

1904, a pistol shot and a 

scream came from a hansom 

cab clopping down New 

York’s West Broadway. The 

policeman who investigated 

found a man sprawled across a4 

woman's lap. The man was Fran 

cis “Caesar” Young, 38-year-old 

tur’man and bookie. The woman was Nan Pat- 
ters n, 22-year-old Floradora Girl. 

‘he girl said the cab had been headed for a 
North River pier where Mr. Young w.s to mee: 
Mrs. Young and sail on a trip to Europe. Sh 
als> said that, to her surprise, her companion 
had suddenly shot himself. 

He died without regaining consciousness and 
Nan Patterson, hysterically shouting her inno- 
cence, was taken to Tombs Prison. 

The District Attorney learned that the bookie 
and the actress had been close friends for two 
years and that Mrs. Young was taking her hus- 
band out of the country in an attempt to break 
up the affair. 

It was also learned that Caesar and Nan had 
held a rendezvous until 3 o’clock on the morning 
of the shooting. 

There were no eyewitnesses to the killing, so 
the whole case seemed to hinge on the ownership 
of the .32 calibre revolver found in Young’s coat 
pocket. If it was his, then any jury might be 
expected to bring in a verdict of suicide. But if 
the gun was Nan’s... 

Five days after the shooting, the District Attor- 
ney, William Travers Jerome, made the following 
sensational announcement: 


1. That the gun had been bought at 4 pawn- 
shop at 516 Sixth Avenue, Manhattan, at* 5:45 
p. m., June 3, the day before the tragedy. 

2. That the buyer answered the description of 
Miss Patterson’s brother-in-law, J. Morgan Smith. 

3. That Smith and his wife, Julia Patterson 
Smith, with whom Nan had been living at the 
st. Paul hotel, had disappeared. 

The pawnbroker, Hyman Stern, had made a 
note of the manutacturer’s number, 74.050, the 
authorities explained. So there could be no ques- 
tion about the identity of the gun. 

stern said that the purchaser, a tall, nervous- 
seeming man who stooped slightly as he walked, 
had entered the store some 15 minutes before 
closing time accompanied by a woman. 

The woman could not have been Miss Patter- 
son, it was said, for she was taller and older 
than the suspect. 

“We have information,” said an official, “that 
Smith and his wife were out shopping while 
Miss Patterson was at the Sheepshead Bay race 
track with Caesar Young.” 

The Smiths had left their baggage at the hotel, 
he added, but their bill had been paid. ' 

After the Smiths had failed to appear before 
the grand jury on triday the 10th, her lawyer, 
Abraham Levy said: “I can give no explanation 
for the absence of and Mrs. Smith.” 

The prosecution charged that Nan’s attorneys 
had hustled the Smiihs out of town to embarrass 
the case being built up against the actress. 

Apart from the gun, there were matters the 
police wanted to question the Smiths about. 

Was it true, for instance, that Miss Patterson, 
with money received from Young, had been ricre 
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or less supporting them? 

Was it true that they had been encouraging— 
and even stage-managing-——Nan’s efforts to retain 
and consolidate this source of income? 

Justice Newburger issued a body attachment 
for the vanished pair, and the grand jury hearing 
was adjourned until the following Monday in the 
hope that the Smiths would be there, 

This proved a vain hope, and Nan’s expecta- 
tions also proved over-optimistic, for on Monday 
the jury indicted’ her on the charge of killing 
Young with premeditation.

@ ge THE eve of the trial, which opened on Wed- 

nesday, Nov. 16, 1904, before Justice Vernon 
M. Davis in the criminal branch of the Supreme 
Court, Miss Patterson told reporters that she 
faced the ordeal “in the full belief that the 
Almighty will declare the truth. I am innocegt,” 
she said, “and with God's help I will prove it.” 

A contemporary account said that she “saunt- 
ered easily into court” at 11 a. m. and seated 
herself at the counsel table beside her bearded, 
patriarchial-looking father, John Randolph Patter- 
son. She was dressed in black. 

In his opening on Nov. 21, William Rand, 
Jerome’s right-hand man, arraigned the defendant 
as a cold-blooded killer, a vampire and a destroyer 
o: another’s home. He held that the crime had 
bo-a “plotted for 13 hours’—that is, from the 
tir.s Morgan Smith allegedly told Nan that she 

t do it.” 
1e prosecutor asserted that Morgan Smith 
ourchased the gun, and he intimated that 
the defendant did she did at Smith’s dictation. 
» said that the couple had first met on a 
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west-bound train and that they had “continued 
the journey in company.” Eventually, he went on, 
Mrs. Young had learned the truth and demanded 
that the relationship cease. 

He also said that Mrs. Young and John Millin, 
her husband’s racing partner, had caught up with 
the lovers one day in Los Angeles in the very act 
of “eloping.” And Millin had gone so far as to 
knock his friend down with a punch on the jaw. 


Rand informed the jury that Nan had accepted 


$800 and returned to New York, only to rejoin 
Young at the first opportunity. But finally, ac- 
cording to the prosecutor, Young had “escaped” 
from the actress and had not. spent a night away 
from home.from May 26 until his death. 

Rand went on to say that “after many declara- 
tions and protestations” Nan took money and 
agreed to go abroad, to leave the country, alone, 
or at least not in Young’s company. But she had 
reneged on the deal. 

It was then decided, said Rand, that Young 
should go away with Mrs. Young and passage was 
booked on the liner Germanic, sailing June 4. . 

On the day before the scheduled departure, 
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Rand continued, Young spent the afternoon at 
the race track with Mrs. Young and John Millin. 
While they were there, he said, the death weapon 


had been purchased at Stern's pawnshop. 
Then came the witnesses: Patrolman Junior, 


‘who boarded the cab within a few moments of the 


shooting; Patrolman Quinn, who took Nan into 
custody at Hudson Street hospital, where Young 
died; and Cabman John Crowley. 


ROWLEY testified that:'two men and a woman 

hailed him outside Flannery’s saloon on 125th 
Street some time after 3 a. m., June 4. He said 
that one of the men (Young) ordered the woman 
(Miss Patterson) into the cab with threats and 
curses, had slapped her in the face and snarled 
drunkenly that he would “knock her head off.” 

According to the witnesses, Nan had sobbed 
the 60 blocks to her destination, the St. Paul hotel 
at 60th Street and Columbus Avenue. 

At this moment in the trial, Juror No. 10, Ed 
ward Dressler, suffered a stroke, so that the pro- 
ceedings were not resumed until early December. 

The state introduced a letter, dated May 3, 
1904, which had been written by Julia Smith to 
Caesar Young. In this Mrs. Smith had warned 

the bookmaker that she would 
mot be responsible “for what 
she (Nan) will do if you con- 
tinue to keep away from her.” 
The letter, which addressed 
Young as “Dear Nunc,” as- 
serted that Nan was ina “very 
perturbed condition.” 

“TI fear that she might do 


something serious, either to’ 


‘ou.or to herself,” Mrs. Smith 
nad written. “You must come 
and see me and get the whole 
matter straightened out.” 

The next witness was Wil- 
liam Luce, brother-in-law of 
the deceased, who testified that 
Nan and Caesar had not been 
on friendly terms during the 
night of June 3, He insisted 
that Young had met her that 
evening for the sole purpose of 
retrieving some letters. 

She ha@# not produced any 
letters, and this circumstance 
led the prosecution to argue 
that the return of the letters 
was the only reason for the 

rendezvous the next morning. 

On Friday, Dec. 16, the defense lost its plea to 
quash the indictment and on Monday, the 19th, 
Defense Chief Levy, having bowed to the court, 
uttered the words: “Nan, take the stand.” 

A deep flush suffused her cheek as she faced 
her elderly; benevolent-looking counsel. 

In a voice soft and lisping, she told of her 
marriage to. Leon Gaines Martin, of meeting 
Young in 1902, and the intimate association that 
ensued, She spoke quietly about her divorce, in 
May, 1903, at Young’s suggestion and expense, and 
bout the subsequent efforts of his in-laws to 
break up the relationship, including a proposal 
that she leave .the country. 


HE related that she went to the race track at 
Sheepshead Bay on the afternoon of June 3, ac- 


companied by her sister and brother-in-law. (This 
was a vital piece of testimony because it was part 
of Smith’s alibi covering the time, 5:45 p.m., when 
he allegedly purchased the gun.) 

She said they left the track after the fifth race, 
and were back at the St. Paul hotel by 7 o’clock. 

She denied that Young had slapped her in the 
face when they parted that night. 

Then she gave her version of the fatal hansom 
ride the morning of the 4th. 

{He asked me if I would promise to join him 
in Europe in a month or so,” she testified. “I said 
I did not want to go to Europe. 

“He drew me to him. He hurt me. I asked 
him when he would be back, and he replied that 
he might be back in three months or so—- perhaps 
never. He kissed me. He pressed me so hard that 
he hurt. I pushed him from me. He said, ‘I have 
lost a lot of money--now I am losing my girl.’ 

“He again grabbed me with great force. It 
made the tears come to my eyes. I pulled myself 
away from him. 

“Then, quick as a flash, it happened.” 

Levy’s voice broke the intense silence. 
heard a report?” 

She nodded, tears in her eyes. 

“T thought he’d had a spasm, he kept twisting 
and turning so,” she went on. “I called to him 
two or three times but he did not answer me. 
I knew something serious had happened.” 

Prosecutor Rand could not shake her story 
during two-and-one-half hours of cross-examina- 
tion the next morning.

Levy appealed to the jury: “With the happi- 
ness of your own homes before you, and the glory 
of the Christmas festival in anticipation, are you 
going to condemn this young woman? I do not 
wish to base my appeal on*%entiment or sympathy, 
but I ask you to look at this old man (her father) 
sitting here with his arm about this girl—-and no 
one of her sex stands by-—-and say if you cannot 
give her to him to take home to his aged wife, 
that she may live under better influences than 
when she was tempted by Caesar Young.” 

Rand described the defendant as a “brazen 
and consummate actress.” He dared the jury to 
demonstrate to their own satisfaction that the 
wound had been self-inflicted. Referring to the 
continued absence of the Smiths, he exclaimed: 

“Do you suppose for a moment that anything 
on the face of the earth could keep Smith and Nan 
Patterson's blood sister away from here if they 
were not afraid?” 

He said that Young had had to make a choice 
between his wife and Nan—‘“between the soul that 
Shines forth from the eyes of Margaret Young 
and the brazen stare of his mistress.’ There was, 
Rand said, “no hesitation—he chose .the wife.” 


uI\X/ HO can describe the psychopathy of a jeal- 
ous woman?” he went on. “Tf it is true that 
love is as strong as death, then it is as true that 
jealousy is as cruel as the grave. 

“The facts are there. She was flouted—cast 
off. He was going to leave her, and this gave 
birth to murder in her heart...So she slew him. 

“God grant to you, my friends, that if in the 
days to come your memories must be burdened 
with the recollectton of this service to the state, 
the vision you shall see may not be of this de- 
fendant, dissipating again in sin and riot the life 
that is now fairly forfeited to the law; nor yet 
of her counsel, with tongue in cheek and cynic 
smile, clinking their glasses to the toast, ‘How 
easily deceived are 12 good men and true’; but 
rather of Justice satisfied and vindicated. 

“May you in her (Justice’s) majestic pres- 
ence, stand without reproof of conscience, with- 
out shame of cowardice, and in the parting of her 
set lips discern the rosy edge of her approving 
smile, and hear her voice, sweet and soft, pro- 
nounce, “ ‘Well done, thou good and faithful min- 
isters of mine,’” 

But the jury could not agree on a verdict. At 
12:50 p. m., Dec. 23, they reported that they were 
deadlocked, six to six, and were discharged. 

The defendant, weeping hysterically, was taken 
back to her cell in Tombs Prison. 

The high point of the second trial, which 
opened on April 18, 1985, before Recorder John 
W. Goff, came when Pawnbroker Stern, asked 
whether he could identify Morgan Smith-—-in court 
at last as the purchaser of the death weapon, 
replied, “I cannot say.” 

As the trial went into its final hours, crowds 
gathered in the vicinity of the criminal courts 
building. The streets were all but impassable. 

“Set Nan free!” people shouted to the jurors 
as they walked down Centre Street to a restaurant 
on Park Row. “Hurrah for Nan!” 

Again the jurors could not agree. 

After their discharge by thé court some of the 
jurors talked freely and frankly with reporters. 
They revealed that few of the “twelve good men 
and true” believed that Young had shot himself. At 
the same time, they could not be convinced that 
Nan killed him deliberately. They believed that 
she had carried the gun in her handbag, that she 
bluffed suicide, and that the gun went off when 
Young sought to wrest it from her. 

After 13 hours, they stood deadlocked at eight 
for acquittal and four for a manslaughter con- 
viction. Judge Goff discharged them. | 

A few days later, District Attorney Jerome 
dropped the case, and Nan Patterson was free,

AN PATTERSON dropped from sight for several 

years. Then, on December 9, 1910, she figured 

in the news again. The Seattle Post-Intelligencer 

revealed that she was living in the Washington 

city as the bride of Capt. Sumner Prescott, Span- 

ish-American War veteran and son of a wealthy 
Chicago manufacturer. 

The paper quoted Capt. Prescott as saying: 

“T am sorry our secret has become known. 
Yes, it is true, Miss Patterson is my wife. I met 
her at a party -in Washington, D. C., about a 
year ago. She was living quietly with her parents 
and was trying to forget the past. It was at her 
suggestion just before we were married that we 
keep it a secret.” 

The Prescotts were happy. Prescott manu- 
factured machinery in Seattle and was prominent 
in the city’s business, civic and club life. Mrs, 
Prescott remained secluded and retiring. 

Then, in September, 1947, she died.

AYBE, some place on another 
M sphere, the late Billy La Hiff 

is still herding them in, the 
great and the near-great, and telling 
them about the wondrous things that 
happened at The Tavern on 48th St., 
New ¥ork City, U.S.A., in the Roar- 
ing Twenties. 

Certainly, if there is a Valhalla 
for famous restaurant owners, La 
Hiff must be there, greeting his 
patrons, just as he used to do when 
his Tavern became famous as the 
gathering place of the gay; sometimes 
irresponsible, crowd which made the 
headlines two decades past. He stood 
at therdoor and welcomed everyone 
with his affable manner and his heart- 
warming generosity... “Meet me at 
Billy La Hiff’s’” was a common re- 
mark in those days. 

Damon Runyon spent most of: his 
leisure hours in the Tavern and 
turned out his brilliant copy in La 
Hiff’s office. Walter Winchell and 
his family occupied one of the apart- 
ments La Hiff kept above the restau- 
rant. Mayor Jimmy Walker, Jack 
Dempsey and Jack Kearns were other 
tenants. At one time or another La 
Hiff was either host.or landlord to 
most of the big names that hit town, 

There was tthe time Mark Hellin- 
ger, seeking a story for his Sunday 
deadline, persuaded La Hiff to “give 
out with the facts of his life. Billy 
reluctantly consented, began with the 
time he was a bartender at. the ‘old 
Waldorf-Astoria. His best customer, 
said Billy, was a famous gambler 
who one night appeared, greatly per- 
turbed, and asked Billy to fill in for 
a missing croupier. : 

Billy accompanied the gambier to 
his gaming: reoms and hastily learned 
how to spin the white pellet about 
the roulette bowl. He described in 
detail to Hellinger how the tide waxed 
and waned and waxed again during 
the evening and Hellinger, scribbling 
furiously and growing more excited 
by the minute, shouted: ‘This is the 
greatest story I ever had!” 

At the end of an hour Billy came 
to the climax: “When the clientele 
had gone the gambler patted me on 
the back and said: ‘Billy, now you 
can buy a place of your own. We’ve 
won over $40,000. I’m going to show 
you my appreciation.’ He reached in 
his pocket and counted out forty $100

La Hiff once became interested 
in a red-haired girl named Peggy. He 
groomed her for the stage, financing 
her dramatic and dancing lessons and 
setting her and her-mother up in a 
Long Island home. But Peggy yearned 
for Hollywood and after two years 
married a man who took her there. 
Six months later she wired Billy that 
she was through with married life, 
asking for fare to New York. 

Billy quietly left the Tavern. When

he returned, a friend who'd seen the 
wire asked him if he’d sent Peggy 
the train fare. Billy opened a pack- 
age and displayed a pair of roller 
skates. He sent them to her. 

There was the time the Rev, Fran- 
cis Patrick Duffy, the “Fathér Duffy” 
30 beloved by show folks, spotted four 
hoodlums at a table in the rear of 
the Tavern. He strode over and 
ordered them out. They refused to 
budge. Father Duffy collected the 


ends of the tablecloth, sweeping up

food and silverware. It made a 
formidable weapon. He was just get- 
ting into action when the hoodlums 
made a dash to the safety of the 
street. The priest insisted on paying 
La Hiff the price of their meal. 

Another time La Hiff learned that 
Margaret Quimby, who Jack Kearns 
loved dearly, had skipped off to Hol- 
lywood. Billy slyly inveigled Jack 
into a sizable bet on a golf match 
for the next day, then revealed the 
fact that his lady love had- gone. 
Kearns went on a bender and in his 
cups boasted he could beat Billy 
drunk or sober. 

The next morning a rocky Kearns 
and a confident La Hiff teed off. 
When they reached the first green 
there was a large picture of Mar- 
garet on an easel. Kearns laughed 
it off, but 11 holes later, after seeing 
Margaret’s picture on every green, 
he threw his golf sticks in a lake 
and walked off the course. 

Enrico Caruso once came to the 
Tavern, donned a chef’s uniform and 
cooked a chicken and spaghetti din- 
ner. Then the world’s greatest tenor 
sang free of charge. 

“Spooner’s Corner,” a section of 
the Tavern presided over by Jack 
Spooner, a waiter .who insisted on 
ordering patrons’ food himself, was 
La Hiff’s big drawing card. Jim 
Farley, Doug Fairbanks, “Gentleman 
Jim” Corbett and many other greats 
would wait in line for a table there. 

When touring vaudeville in-Amer- 
ica, the “Divine” Sarah Bernhardt 
banked her money with La Hiff. So 
did Joe Frisco. Billy was a ready 
“touch,” and once financed Fred 
Perry, the famous gambler, and 15 
of his employes back to New York 
from Cuba, where they’d gone broke. 

More big business was carried on 
at the Tavern than around a corpora- 
tion conference table. Movie com- 
panies were formed, careers planned 
and millions changed hands over 
Billy’s good food. 

Billy La Hiff is gone, but no true 
Broadwayite will ever, forget him.

British called “static” duty 
at a home base. For work 
in a theatre of war their 
rating must move up to a 
higher standard—-to 3333324, 

In a’'combat area these 
same specialists must have 
a still higher rating —a 
minimum of 2222121. 

This increasingly higher 
standard as the worker 
moves nearer to the fight- 
ing is understandable, for 
personnel seriously im- 
paired physically are a ma- 
jor burden in a_ fighting 
zone where they would have 
to work under hazardous 
and often makeshift condi- 
tions, 

So run the job classifica- 
tions in every possible task 
in the army from account- 
ants to tailors and from 
butchers to plumbers. There 
is an army job for almost 
everyone. For women--un- 
der the Pulheems system 
there are all manner of spe- 
cial tasks, too. 

Stenographe?s, ty pists, 
dental assistants, parachute 
packers and so on down to 
charwomen, 

There will be a few per- 
sons Who are too physically 
handicapped or emotionally 
unstable for any army serv- 
ice, of course. They will be 
screened out before they en- 
ter the service. 

Screening at induction 
centers, when based on psy 
chiatric testing, is still a 
most uncertain art because 
of the great difficulty of 
foretelling just when, and 
how, and where any given 
individual might break 
down under stress. 

The reports of an army 
psvchiatrist, John A. Aita, 
I9A7 
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M.D. at Fort Snelling, one 
of the great induction cen- 
ters of the Midwest, prove 
the point. 

Dr.» Aita decided to see if 
his psychiatric screenihg 
really could predict success- 
ful and poor army person. 
nel. In a special study in 
1941 he. selected 500 men 
(out of the tens of thou. 
sands he examined) and 
broke them into two groups 
of 250 men each, One group 
his tests predicted would be 
highly successful as_ sol- 
diers. 

The other group were pre. 
dictable as very poor soldier 
material. In fact he “loaded” 
the latter group with a few 
men whom he normally 
would have kept out of the 
army as flat failures. 


N 1946, after the war end- 
ed, Dr. Aita checked the 
army records of his 500 men 
and set up his standards of 
what constituted failure and 
success in army life. 
Foilures, he, decided, 
would be those men who 
were rapidly dismissed 
from the army for psychi- 
atric reasons, or those men 
who had multiple disciplin 
ary problems even though 
they remained in the army. 
Successful soldiers, Dr. 
Aida decided, would be 
those men who were in the 
army for four years, had at 
least two years of oversea 
duty, had a minimum of dis- 
ciplinary action, no hospital 
care except. for wounds or 
diseases present in their 
theatre of war, were sSer- 
geants or .corporals, had 


three battle stars and indi« 


vidual or unit citations. Suc 
cess by Dr. Aida standards 
came only the hard way. 


_diers. 


By his psychiatric testing 
Dr. Aida was an excellent 
forecaster of successful sol- 
In that group 68.6 
per cent were successful: 
26.6 per cent were average, 
and there were only 4.7 per 
cent of failures. 

But the big blow to psy- 
chiatric screening came in 
Dr. Aita’s attempts to fore- 
cast failures. Some 29.9 per 
cent of his “failures” turned 
out to be most successful 
soldiers; 49.3 per cent were 
average. Only 20.8 per cent 
really were failures. 

Of his own studies 
Aida concluded 

“Given 1,000 men, induct- 
ed into the army as ques- 
tionable material in’ 1941, 
some 208 would be failures. 
Of the 1,000 men_ predicted 
to be successful, some 49 
would fail, Yet such pre- 
dictability is of little Value, 
for these studies indicate 
that had 1,000 questionable 
risks been rejected, the 
army would have been de 
nied 493 average soldiers 
and 299 successful soldiets 
whose performance was out- 
standing.” 

In a word—-what price 
psychiatric screening if it 
throws away 792 useful sol 
diers out of every 1,000 
men? 

Studies like Dr. Aijita’s 
should give hope and cour- 
age to the thousands of 
men in the nation who were 
tagged as neuropsychiatrics 
and given the stigma of the 
NP label. 

These men should realize 
psychiatry is not yet an ex- 
act science and that about 
80 per cent of them can re- 
turn to civilian lives. They 
did it before they went in the 
army. They can do it again

ANSWER: There may be 
any number of causes for 
the split hair ends. It is 
possible your permanent 
may have caused the ends 
to split, especially if the 
hair was stretched or over 
processed. Shampooing the 
hair with strong soap may 
have something to do with 
it, too.
